CREDIT MOBILISE. 
What wa9 the Credit Mobilier ? 
It was chartered by the legislature of 
Pennsylvania in 1864, for the stated pur­ 
pose of loaning mouey aad credit to cor­ 
porations, to build railroads, etc. It was, 
t^Llar as this went, as harmless to own 
stock in this company, as In the cotton 
factory, if the purposes set forth In tbe 
charter was all there was to it. In 1862 
aud ’GI the government bad given a char­ 
ter and made land grants to tho Union 
Pacific railroad, and this was under the 
control ct Congress to some extent. For a 
member of Congress to own stock in this 
road would bean impropriety, just as it is 
improper for a Congressman to own stock 
in a National bank, because Ile might be 
called upon to legislate on matters of his 
ovu i ult retd. The same lopropriety exists 
( boul holding stock in any railroad which 
has laud graol:>. But these two charters 
were wholly disconnected, and to the 
world were apparently as distinct as the 
Credit Mobilier and tue Milwaukee & St. 
Paul company. But a secret arrangement 
was made between the directors, who 
owned a maj jrity of the stock in each—a 
secret ring to swindle tbe Union Pacific 
railroad company, and this the public 
anew nothing ut until 187*2-3, when the 
mitier was investigated. 
In September, 1864, a mao named Hoxie 
took the contract to build a hundred miles 
West of Omaha, aud in 1865 6-7 a ring was 
tunned by Oakes Ames and Oliver Ames, 
lu August 1867 Oakes Ames look a con­ 
tact lor building 657 auloi of the road, 
tor which the Union Pacific company 
.greed to pay trom $42,000 to $90 OOO per 
ade. 
Many thought thai this road was to 
ie built right through the Rocky moun- 
ains, Causing au enormous expense, but 
ice pl a small portion ot the road, there 
van no such heavy work or expense, the 
ma*s of the work being about the same as 
hat ut building a road on any of our 
prairie*, except that the material had to 
be brought trom a durance, and at an in­ 
creased cost 
lienee, this contract of 
.bout $47,600,000 was one of immense 
profit. 
Ames assigned this contract about 
Jciubcr, 18G7 to seven trustees of the 
credit Mobiiler, and 
a triple contract 
was made by which each mao, who came 
tu and signed the contract, was entitled to 
t share ia these great profits, in Decem­ 
ber, 18G7 C. C. Washburnc introduced in 
the House, a resolution to regulate tbe 
rates of transportation on 
the Union 
Pacific, and about the same time, E. B. 
*V ash birne,Jo I illinois, introduced another, 
calling tor certain information in regard to 
(he Union Pacific road. 
This, knowu as 
‘the Washburn move,” set Ames in a 
quiver aud he feared the public might find 
•ut concerning tbe secret ring to swindle 
ne Union Pacific. 
He did not disclose 
me secret, but he wanted to get as many 
uen mixed up in it as he could, and at tbe 
lame time keep tbe stock, aud have tbe 
profl.s himself.

xpeoses of his trip, he sailed for Europe, 
.ud there remained until November 9, 
1867. It was during his absence that this 
dug was formed between the eight or ten 
uen who owned this stock.

nouey to buy the stock with. Ames 
assured him that a stock owner would only 
>e responsible to the extent of tbe stock 
ield. Garfield told him he desired to see 
he charter before determining whether or 
lot he would take the stock. At this time 
Warfield did not kaow anything about this 
mg nor about the amount of dividends to 
Qc received, nor tbe secret relation of tbe 
iredit Mobiiler to tbe Union Pacific. It 
was knowu only to the lew, and not to tbe 
•ublic. At this time Ames told bim that 
t he concluded to take the stock, they 
would adjust the matter of tbe loan, at tbe 
one tbe stock should be settled for. There 
a no evidence that Garfield knew any of 
aesc details revealed by the investigation. 
in the spring of '68 be made to his friend 
Robinson, of Cleveland, exactly the same 
• laic meat regarding it, as be testified to 
lefore the Committee, and also to his lriend 
tliilsdale, ab jut tbe summer of 1869, and 
tbout the same time he paid back to Mr. 
Ames the $300 borrowed of him. la the 
winter of 1809-70 Mr. Garfield first learned 
if the connection of these two companies, 
aud how the dividends were obtained, 
Jerry 8. Black, of Pennsylvania, being bis 
irs! informant, and Mr. Black on Feb. 15, 
1873. in a letter to Speaker Blaine, uses 
(his language in relation to the matter 
which has peculiar force ai Mr. Black is a 
well-known Democratic leader: 
“I assert unhesitatingly that whatever 
General Garfield may have done or for- 
oorne to do, he acted in profound ignor­ 
ance of the nature and character of tbe 
thing which Mr. Ames was proposing to 
sell. 
He bad not tbe slightest suspicion 
that he was to betakenmto a ring organized 
lor the purpose of defrauding mo public, 
aor did he know that tbe stock was In any 
mauner connected with anything which 
came or could come within tbe legislative 
jurisdiction of Congress. The case against 
nim lacks the scienter which alone consti­ 
tutes guilt. 
Then after stating what he told Garfield 
be also flays: -'That all this was to bim 


McComb were sworn before that commit­ 
tee. 
Ames, called upon Mr Garfield, to see 
what the latter’s recollection was in regard 
to their talk about the Credit Moonier 
stock. Mr Garfield informed him that he 
could best tell him by reading oyer what 
he proposed to preseat to the committee, 
which he did, sentence by sentence, asking 
Ames to state if anything was incorrect. 
Ames offered no correction. He did DGI 
even speak of any. except in three minor 
points—one in regard to a date, another 
as to whether it was the Credit Mobilier,

Of this Ames said—“I 
ghees I did let you have some money 
once, but I bad forgotten all about it.” 
lo Ames first testimony before the Com­ 
mittee he acquits Mr. Garfield in every 
particular. This was on tbe 17th day of 
December, and is as follows: 
Q In reference to Mr. Garfield you say that 
you agreed to gel ten snares for him, and to hold 
them till he could pay lor idem, and that he nev­ 
er did pay for them nor receive them ?—A. Yes, 
sir. 
Q. He never paid any money on that Hock nor 
received any money nom it r - A. Not on account 
of it. 
Q. He received no dividends ?—A, No, sir, I 
think not. He says he did not. My own recol­ 
lection is not very clear. 
Q bo that, as yon nnderstand, Mr. Garfield 
Bever parted with any money, nor received any 
money on that transaction i—A. No, sir; he nad 
some money from me once, some three or four 
hundred dollar?, and called It a loan. He Kays 
that that la all he ever received from me, and 
that ne considered it a loan. He never took hie 
stock, and never paid for It. 
Q. Did yon understand it so ?—A. Yes; lam 
willing to so nnderstand It. I do not recollect 
paying nim any dividends, and have forgotten 
that I paid him any money. 
Mr. G ardeid was called J armary 14,1873, 
and gave a statement which was substan­ 
tially the same as that testified by Ames, 
about a month before. fc)j slight import­ 
ance did the committee give to Lls connec­ 
tion with the matter, that oniy sixteen 
questions were asked him, aud be was 
probably not kept on the stand more than 
halt au hour 
On the same day he heard 
a report m at Ames had declared in me 
presence of several reporters that “Garfield 
was iu league with Judge Black to break 
him down, and that it was $400, not $300, 
he nad lei Garfield have, who nad not only 
never repaid ii, 
but had refused 
to 
repay 
it.” 
Thereupon 
Garfield 
supposing the report true, wrote Ames a 
letter of which the following is a copy: 


S i r : I have j ast been informed, to my utter 
amazement, thai atter coming on-, of the com­ 
mittee roam tate morulutc you said la the pres­ 
ence oi several reporters mat you had loaned me 
four instead oi three hundred dollars, and that I 
hod not only refused to pay you, but wad aiding 
your accusers lo injure you in the investigation 
I shall ca.I the attention of the committee to it, 
unless l find I am mielniormed. To bring the 
loan question to an immediate Issue between us, 
I Inclose herewith $4U’. ll you wish to do jus­ 
tice lo (he truth aud to me, you will return it, 
and correct the alleged statement, ll yon made it. 
II not, you will Keep tne money, ana thus oe paid 
twise and moro. alienee on your part will be a 
coaiession that you have deeply wronged me. 
J. A. GARFIELD 
H on. Oakes A mes. 
He enclosed the $4Qp in an envelope and 
soot it to the postoffice, but by some mis­ 
take the letter was left out. Thereupon 
Garfield took the letter aud sought out 
Ames, who in tbe meantime had received 
tbe $400, in (be envelope, and thereupon 
Ames endorsed on the buck of the letter 
the following: 
Dear Sib: • I return yon your letter with in­ 
closure*, and I utterly deny ever having said that 
you refused to pay me, or that it was lour instead 
of three hundred dollars, or that you was aiding 
my accusers. I also wish to say there bas never 
been any but the most friendly leeliugs between 
as, and no trai suction in the least degree, tnat 
can be censured by any fair-minded person. I 
herewith return you tne $400 as not belonging to 
me. 
OAKES AMES. 
On the 
15th of January 1S73, C. T. 
Durand, testified that he had taken out a 
summons against Acnes then a defendant 
in a suit by McComb to make him account 
for the stock which he bad, and a part of 
which be bad claimed was disposed of by 
bim to the different members of Congress. 
This suit made it for 
Ames interest to 
change his testimony to make it appear 
that he had actually disposed oi this stock 
to Garfield, which 
be bad previously 
sworn he still retained, and in tbe suc­ 
ceeding days of January and February be 
did so change it. Now it is quite certain 
that Ames testified falsely in his first tes­ 
timony or else in bis last. 
His first testimony agreed substantially 
with Garfield’s. It we admit that Ames’ 
first statement was not true, aud that his, 
Second statement Was true, then we find 
that agrees with Mr. Garfield’s testimony 
in these points: 
I. That Ames offered to sell to.Mr Garfield 
ten shares of the stock at par aud accrued 
interest. 
2. th at Mr. Garfield received no stock, 
boud*, certificate or receipt, or the scratch 
of a pen, showing any interest in the 
stock. 
3. That Ames gave Garfield no details cf 
the relation of the Credit Mobilier with the 
Union Pacific company, nor stared the 
amount of the dividends, nor any of the 
secret agreements of this ring, nor any 
other tact which would have made it im ­ 
proper for Mr. Garfield to hold any stock, 
In me Credit Mobilier company. 
4. That 
after 
June, 
I SGS, 
Ames 
received 
and 
retained 
all. dividends, interest, and profits without 
lisping a word to, or having auy commun­ 
ication with Mr. Garfield about the matter, 
and holding the stock as h S own for five 
year?, it Mr. Garfield had owned mat 
stock, would he nave let it rest iu that 
manner tor that length of time without 
acy talk about dividends or stock. 
5. That Garfield did at one time receive 
from Mr. Ames the sum of $3J0 
lo these points they agree. 
They disa­ 
gree in these, 
1. As to whether Mr. Garfield agreed to 
(ake the $1,000 stock in the Credit Mout­ 
lier company. 
2. Whether the amount received from 
Ames was $390, and received as a loan, or 
whether it was $329, in a check, and paid 
over as a dividend. Toe check produced 
was 
payable 
to 
Ames himself, aud 
dated 
and 
paid 
three 
days 
after 
the 
date 
upon 
which 
he iwears in one part of his testimony that 
he thinks it was delivered to Garfield, and 
three days atter tbe date appearing in bis 
account. Dillon, tbe cashier, swears it was 
paid to 
Ames himself, and Ames bas 
changed bls testimony in regard to this 
several times. 
Mr. Oatfield’* name is in no way con 
nected with ibis check, by initial, or entry 
in Ames diary or accounts, or in any way, 
Whereas in every other case, where Amis 
claims to have sold stock, be bas been able 
to produce as evidence, either a certificate 


of stock, receipt of money,or dividends, or 
a check bearing tbe name or initials of tbe 
person to whom he claims to have paid it, 
or entries in his diary marked “adj usted 
and c l o s e d but iu tbe case of Garfield, be 
never pretended to have any of these, and 
tbe case rested entirely upon Ames' vary­ 
ing and often changed statements. 
This Committee appointed by a Demo* 
cratic speaker pro tem, aeqhated Mr. Gar­ 
field in full, and hence probably did not 
deem it important to recall him again. 
Their acquittal is to this effect: 
The Committee do not find that Mr. Ames in 
his negotiations with the persons above named, 
(Including Garfield), entered into any detail of 
tbe relations between the Credit Mobiiler com­ 
pany and the Union Pacific company or gave 
them say specific Information as to the amount 
of dividends they woald be likely to receive, 
farther than that he guaranteed a profit of ten 
per cent In some cases. The Credit Mobilier was 
a State corporation not subject to congressional 
legislation, and the fact that its profits were ex­ 
pected to be derived from building the Union 
Pacific road did not apparently create such sn 
interest in that company as to disqualify the 
holder ot Credit Mobilier stock from participat­ 
ing in any legislation affecting tho railroad com­ 
pany. Oakes Ames made no •uggestioa that he 
desired to secure their favorable influence in Con­ 
gress, in favor of the Union Pacific company, and 
whenever the question was raised he assured 
them it woald not cmbarass their action as 
members of Congress. The Committee do not 
find as to the members of the present house 
above named that they were aware of the object 
of Mr. Ames or that tney had any other pnrpwse 
in taking its att ck than to make a profitable in­ 
vestment. They have not been able to find that 
any of these n>emeers of Congress have been 
affected in their official action in consequence of 
interest in the Credit Mobilier stock, lhey do 
not find that either of the above named gentle­ 
men in contracting with Mr. Ames had any cor­ 
rupt purpose or motive himseif,or was aware that 
Mr. Ames had any. Nor did either of them 
tmppose fie was guilty o f any impropriety or even 
indelicacy, in becoming a purchaser of this stock. 
Had f hey been aware of tbe enormous dividends 
and how th -y were earned, we would not thus 
acquit them. Had the facts all been known to, 
an i underate od by these members of Congress, 
(wbuln fact purchased this stoca) that they were 
to share in tne pre coeds of the scheme, they 
woald have deserved the severest censure. And 
finally that the committee “find nothing In the 
conduct or motive of el iller of these members 
who took its stock] that calls for any recom­ 
mendation by the committee of the House. *' 
Atter the filing ut the report of the Com* 
mittee, Mr. Gaificid arose in the House on 
the 31 day of March, aud publicly an­ 
nounced the fact that the Committee bad 
not recalled him as he expected they 
would; that he was prepared to submit 
some additional facts and considerations in 
case his own conduct had come up for 
consideration in the House, but as it had 
hot, he simply gave notice that he should 
make a public statement, and indicated the 
character of that statement, and soon after 
the adjournment, the statement appeared, 
aud at ter wards Ohio reelected him as be­ 
fore stated. 
la regard to the De Golyer matter, I 
nave only time to say, that he never had 
anything to do with the pavement con­ 
tract. 
He simply argued the merits of one 
kind of patent pavement as compared with 
thirty or forty others, but the contract 
itself he had nothing whatever to do with. 
I will at this time only refer to the charge 
of the ‘'salary grab.” It was presented as 
aa amendment to the legislative appropri­ 
ation bill, aad he voted against it in all its 
stages, and induced the Commit:ee on 
Conference, of which he was a member, to 
deduct the mileage of members, thus cut­ 
ting down the appropriation some $400,- 
000; but tidally, rather than give up control 
of the bill to those desiring to make tho 
salary amendment alure effective, he sup­ 
ported it, after the ameodment was adoptee! 
against his protest. Thereupon ne at once 
covered his back pay into the treasury and 
axed it so that neither he nor his heirs 
could eyer touch a dollar of it, and he 
never did. [Cheers.] 
There Is me grandest outlook tor the 
Republican party under such a leader. 
There stands Garfield, having struggled 
upwards step by step; left fatherless at the 
age of two years ; gaining aa education 
under disheartenments and discourage­ 
ments ; at last graduating from college ; 
chosen a9 professor in his old school; 
elected State Senator; then entering the 
army and becoming a Major G eneral; 
elected to Congress while he is in the 
field ; growing into a great leader of the 
House; ripening into an eminent states­ 
man—a grandly selt-nide m m . Starting 
thus lowly in life he baa ti establish a 
character by principles. There i* no touch 
of speculation rn his make-up. Every dol­ 
lar which is his, be has earned by hard and 
honest work. A thief is not made in a 
day. There are men in this city, who, if 
the papers should charge with theft, I 
should wait for further evidence, because 
their character is 
already established. 
There are other mea, of whom I would be* 
lieve it from the start, for I believe they 
would steal ii they only had a chance. 
[Laughter ] 
Mr. Garfield has built up a 
character,a grand character; aud we are 
not to jump at the conclusion that he is a 
thief, because some 
Democratic paper 
charges it. 
Under his leadership the 
party is 
united. 
Where 
are 
the 
independent scratcher* of New York and 
elsewhere—solid for Garfield. From St. 
Louis cornea the telegram from the chair­ 
man of the coovention oi independent 
scratcbers there, saying they will support 
Garfield heartily. 
Where is tbe German 
press? Warmly supporting Garfield. That 
grand old Republican party, which started 
twenty-five years ago, which has done 
away with slavery, which has reestablished 
and restrengthened the Union, reassured 
tbe credit and honor oi tbe country, aud 
beaten its enemies in battle, beaten them 
in statesmanship, beaten them in argu­ 
ment, beaten them by the vetos of our pres­ 
ent President, and recently beaten them 
by tbe decision of the highest courts in our 
land, 
deciding that the constitutional 
amendments and the election laws are 
valid—that party, under such a leader as 
James A Garfield, is moving on to another 
glorious victory. [Cheers]

De ab Sin:—During the past week our market 
has ruled very irregular, with a nervous unset­ 
tled feeling, influenced mainly by reports favora­ 
ble or adverse to the growir g crop, selling down 
to 9iii cents for Inly, and 86*4 cents for Angust, 
on Wednesday, with cash wheat at a premium of 
oae-half to three-Iourths cents over July. The 
decline brought some Urge buying orders, and a 
aharp reaction required, tarrying prices rapidly 
np to % cents for July, and 8354 cents for Angust 
delivery. Cish or June meanwhile selling up to 
94H cents, closing on Satardiy at 93# cents 
ca*h, 93*4 cents for July, and 86R ’cents tor An* 
gust. 
The demand for cash wheat for shipment and 
local milling has been large tbroughont the 
week, our stocks showing a reduction of 519,009 
bas bels, leaving the amount in store abont 7C'J,- 
000 bushels less than at this time last year, a 
large proporiion of which is held |by mi I era for 
home u*e 
Reports from seaboard points indicate increas­ 
ed activity in the outward movement, exports for 
the week of wheat and flour reduced to wheat 
to »ting up 3 750,000 bushels. The total exports 
from Atlantic ports of wheat, and flour red aced 
to wheat, since the beginning of the present crop 
year, Aagast 1st, to date, have been 135,932.614 
bushels, showing that although about six Weeki 
removed from the new crop we have already ex­ 
ported 3.568,000 bushels more than the average 
yearly reports for a number of J ears 
Receipts here show a slight increase, tho dally 
average for the week being abont 36,000 bushels 
as against 17,000 bushels the previous week, 77,- 
000 bnehels same week last year, 48,000 bushels 
tor the same week in 1878. 
The total receipts at spring wheat points for 
the week were 346 550 bushels aa compared with 
310,892 the previous week, and 681.072 for the cor 
responding date in 1879. 
The amount of w&eat in sight in this country 
as reported up to tho 13th inst. was 17,934,000 
bushels, showing a decrease since last report of 
1.646 OuO, still leaving the “ vttlble supply” larger 
bf about 4,001.000 basileis than at a correspond­ 
ing date in 1879. 
The amoant of wheat on passage for Great Bri­ 
tain and the Continent, reported np to the 16th 
instant, was 30,480,000 bushels, a decrease ainee 
the pteviens report of 1,380,000 bnehels. though 
larger by nearly 5,000,000 Dushels than at the same 
time last year. 
The grand total in sight in this country and 
afloat for all Earope, 
aggregating 
33,414,000 
bushels, as against 41,310,OJO bushels the previ­ 
ous week, and 29 730,000 bushels at a correspond­ 
ing date In 1879. 
Late advices from abroad report the crops in 
due condition ani outlook promising for a large 
harvest, though In some sections it must neces­ 
sarily be a late one. The general outlook for the 
coming crop in this country is considered as less 
favorable than one week ago, and does not prom­ 
ise as large a harvest as at this time last year. 
The excessive rains throughout the North and 
West have resulted In mure or leas damage in all 
sections. Our advices from the Eastern or win­ 
ter wheat sections note grave apprehensions of 
damage from the arm / worm, which has appear­ 
ed in large numbers. As yet, howover, it is too 
early to estimate the extent of damage by any or 
all of thc?e evils, although the condition in the 
Southwestern wheat growing sections is each as 
to warrant the prediction that even with the 
most fivorabU weather for the next two or three 
weeks the harvest cannot yield over one-half an 
average crop in that section. 
Foreign markets have ruled steadier, closing 
for the week Id per cental lower on spot wheat; 
cargoes to arrive arrive being quoted the same 
as at date of our last 
There is still a fair mar­ 
gin of profit on shipments. Our No. 2 spring 
vheat can bo laid down in Liverpool at $1 2G#, 
aud cargoes of spring to arrive are quoted at f I 29 
per bushel.
